It is believed that Laval and the 
Nazis discussed French collabora- 
tion with Germany’s economic pro)- 
ects, as urged by such’ prominent 
pro-German journalists as Marcel 
Deat and Gaston Bergery. 

Laval repeated Vichy official's 
desire for a transfer to Paris, but 
the Germans amiably repeated their 
previous objection: that Nazi mili- 
tary preparations for prosecution 
of their blitzkrieg against England 
would be jeopardized by the pres- 
ence in Paris of a French govern- 
ment, diplomats and journalists.

read a lot of exaggerated reports 
in your papers? It will be impossib!e 
for you to find out what is actual- 
ly happening, but don’t get down- 
hearted even if you read of bat- 
*tles on British soil and territory 
occupied by the Boche. I believe 
myself that it will be another 
miracle if we are able completely 
to defeat all attempts at landing; 
but I believe with much greater 
certainty that few of those who 
do land will ever see their father- 
land again. 

Finally, I don’t know how you 
picture conditions here at present. 
Some people in America appear to 
think that we are having an “aw- 
ful time.” I can assure you that 
nothing could be further from the 
truth. Whatever may be in store 
for us—and we don’t suppose for 
one moment that we are going to 
be victorious without a bitter strug- 
gle—at the present moment a great 
many people think that we are liv- 
ing almost too comfortably for the 
good of our souls. We are short 
of no necessities, and if some lux- 
uries are scarce it is only because 
Wwe are all agreed that it is not 
seemly to indulge in luxuries at 
such a time. As for bombing, not 
one person in a 1000 of our popula- 
tion has as yet seen or heard a 
bomb fall, and, as you probably 
saw, our first month’s air raid 
casualties were below the total of 
last June’s civilian casualties from 
motor. car accidents. 

Such complete immunity, of 
course, will not go on. It is too 
much to hope for that we shall not 
suffer at all. But you may be quite 
certain that morale here is good 


‘enough to sustain quite a lot of 


tribulation. That too I can tell 
you. from personal observation. lt 
so happens that when the attacks 
on England first started I was 
stationed in a town which was get- 
ting rather more than its fair 
share of enemy attention. When- 
ever anything happened, it was my 
job to be on the spot as quickly as 
possible in order to make a report 


on the damage and forestall ru-| 


mor. . 
Bombing of Towns. 


On one occasion we shot down a 
German bomber directly over the 
town, and when he saw he was 
going to be attacked he jettisoned 
his bombs. By sheer bad luck, for 
they were unaimed, they fell in a 
working class quarter and made 
quite a mess. As a matter of fact 
this particular occasion was men- 
tioned in the Government summary 
as being the most destructive at- 
tack we had yet had.

DIAGNOSIS: Yes, some sales-

A man who doesn’t know exactly what he wants to say, 
may consume 20 minutes trying to beat around the bush. A 
person who has planned his course, however, or who has pre- 
cisely thought his way through to a conclusion, can usually 
state his case simply and intelligibly. 
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A man who has his ideas well organized, can ex- 
‘press himself in very few words and still cover the 
essentials of his sales speech. One of the best methods 
for training salesmen in brevity and terseness of utter- 
ance, therefore, is the match test, which I described 
herein a year or so ago.

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CANNED PEACHES 

One bushel peaches, 12 cups 
sugar, 12 cups water, two quarts 
slightly over-ripe peaches, one pint 
peach seed. 

Choose a fine ‘flavored peach, 
not too ripe—but having thick flesh. 
Clingstone peaches are best for 
canning, but any good flavored, 
firm-fleshed, freestone variety may 
be used. Scald peaches in boiling 
water to remove skins. If they can- 
not be skinned readily by this meth- 
od, peel carefully; cut in halves 
and remove seed. Pack halves close- 
ly in clean quart jars. Make a sy- 
rup of the sugar and water in a 
large preserving kettle. Add the 
two quarts slightly overripe peach- 
es and seeds. These contribute a 
good rich flavor and attractive col- 
or. Boil about 10 minutes or until 
syrup is slightly thickened; strain. 
Pour the syrup into the cans con- 
taining the peaches; fill to over- 
flowing. Adjust rubbers and jar 
lids but screw lids only tight 
enough to prevent loss of syrup 
and loose enough to allow air to 
escape. Process in a pressure cooker 
at two pounds pressure for 15 min- 
utes or cook in a steam canner 25 
minutes, counting the time after 
the steam has begun to escape 
around the lid of the canner.

NDOUBTEDLY the California 

Chamber of Commerce would 

deny it, but one day back in 
1933 there was an earthquake in the 
Los Angeles area, including Holly- 
wood. At the moment that the 
earth began to quiver, Raymond 
Paige was rehearsing his orches- 
tra, 

In his studio, plaster fell from 
walls and ceiling, and chairs and 
music stands out-trembled quaking 
musicians. Put Paige, outwardly 
oblivious to the disturbance, steadi- 
ly continued directing a lengthy 
number to its conclusion—and called 
for another playing. Just as he 
said: “Once through again, boys,” 
a substantial chunk of plaster 
struck the head of the oboe player, 
falling in fragments’ around his 
face and shoulders. Without paus- 
ing in the turning of his pages, the 
disheveled musician glanced resign- 
edly at Paige and said: 

“If the building falls down will 
you give us a five-minute intermis- 
sion?” 

That incident alone probably tells 
more of the character of Raymond 
Paige, musician and conductor of 
the largegt orchestra in radio today, 
than a whole barrelful of biogra- 
phies. He is the man who has al- 
Ways done just the thing that 
“couldn't be done.” 


Raymond Paige couldn’t play the 
violin professionally—his parents 
wouldn’t let him—but he did, and 
toured with his own band while still 
in high school; he was “tod young” 
at 30 to conduct a concert in the 
Hollywood Bowl—but he did, a 
whole series of concerts; Stokowski 
asserted it was impossible to effec- 
tively broadcast more than 60 in- 
struments, but Paige conducted a 
coast-to-coast broadcast of 150 
pieces to the satisfaction of Colum- 
bia Broadcasting System executives, 
winning a lucrative radio contract; 
when sailboat experts agreed he 
didn’t have a chance racing in the 
eight-meter class, he built “The 
Prelude” and since has captured 
nearly every Pacific trophy. 

Don’t tell Paige it can’t be done. 
He'll do it. 

Some measure of the success of 
this most determined man is in- 
dicated by the fact that his pro- 
gram, the “Musical Americana” 
series, is broadcast each Tuesday 
evening at 7 o’clock St. Louis time 
by National Broadcasting Co. on 
both red and blue chains to 101 
stations in all. It is one of the 
few programs of its type, if not the 
only one, to go shortwave to South 
America, Europe, Asia and Africa. 
re aad Paige now is on the NBC 
networks, he still is under contract 
to Columbia.His income from radio 
alone—he does not record or play 
theatrical engagements—probably 
is higher than any other conductor 
in the profession.

During one period of unemploy- 
ment Paige received a call from a 
friend, Benny Kaitz, who played 
“hot fiddle” in an orchestra par- 
ticipating in a little known pro- 
fram at Station KHJ. Benny asked 
Paige to appear for him so Kaitz 
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could play a more lucrative engage- 
ment. Paige demurred, but his 
friend was so insistent that he 
agreed to brave possible embarrass- 
ment at the studio and fill in. 

“Sure enough,” Paige continued, 
“I. hadn’t been there long when 
word went around that the former 
conductor of the Paramount Or- 
chestra, the guy who had directed 
at Hollywood Bowl, whose orches- 
tra had played the Ambassador and 
Grauman’s Chinese Theater, was 
fiddling in the second seats. It 
went around so fast and so far that 
it reached the upper office, and 
Don Lee, the owner of the 13-sta- 
tion chain, including KHJ, heard it. 

fter the program he summoned 
me to his office and the upshot of 
it was that he decided to change 
his musical department and sat me 
in as director of the whole she- 
bang.

When they strike it rich, it is not with a few bright 
pebbles from a stream or flakes of precious metal, but with a 
greasy torrent that drenches them. Yet they have essential kinship 
with the gold prospectors, for they lose their wealth quickly, set 
out again, are driving Rolls-Royces one day and jaloppies the next. 
In one dramatic instance, they stake tremendous properties all on 
the toss of a coin and Gable loses to Tracy. 


“Boom Town,” however, is not a mere story of a search for un- 
manageable wealth, but it might well be the joint biography of two 
oil operators. It follows them not only when they are drillers, but 
when they have become heads of far-reaching corporations. It gives 
a fair sort of slant on the whole oil industry, it must have parallels 
in actual life. 


What might be called story is*only that Miss Colbert, originally 
Tracy’s girl, is swept off her feet by Gable and, although he is deeply 
devoted to her, she has her troubles with him as time goes on. The 
most beautiful trouble in the world is Hedy Lemarr, as a _ high- 
geared industrial spy who comes to work for Gable’s company. And 
who wouldn’t take whose mind off the price of a barrel of oil? 


Tracy continues to love Claudette, but it might be stated, to end 
the narrative right here, that all parties concerned are alive, well 
and happy at the finish of the picture. No crackup, such as in “Test 
Pilot,” although in the early part of “Boom Town” there is an oil 
well fire that looks bad for a while and really has an audience gmsp- 
ing for breath until it’s over. “4

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This artist's drawing of cross-channel shelling (in this instance the German shelling of Dover) is based on correspondents’ accounts of 
the bombardment of the town by Nazi heavy caliber guns on the French coast near Calais. The trajectory is that of a United States 
Army 16-inch gun of a model now superseded but which closely approximates that of Nazi guns that fired at a range of 20 to 25 miles. 
It is quite likely, military experts say, that the trajectory—or path of shell from muzzle to impact—is almost the same in both instances.

HE cross-channel shelling of Dover by Nazi big guns 
based near Calais has opened the question of what 
the Germans can do if they use modernized versions 
of the Big Berthas that shelled Paris from a distarice of 76 
miles in 1918. Military experts point out that great 
improvements in gun manufacture have been made since 
the World War and it is entirely possible that the Nazis 
may have solved the problem of hurling a shell as much 
as 100 miles. London is only 90 miles from German guns. 

Thus far the Nazis have used the orthodox heavy 
artillery ranging from perhaps as low as eight-inch to as 


‘high as 16. They have been firing at targets that were 


between 20 and 25 miles away—not an unusual range for 
standard big guns. _ British coastal batteries have 
answered them. The hardy little town of Dover is said 
to have accepted its transition to front line status without 
panic despite the blasting of a church and numerous 
houses. Its inhabitants; toughened by weeks of aerial 
warfare, know the Nazi artillery bombardment is a hit or 
miss affair unless the Nazis can keep spotting planes over 
Dover or spies nearby, to radio range corrections to the 
gun layers. British army officers point out that field guns 
can be moved back several miles from the coast so that 
they are outside the accurate range of the German 
batteries but still close enough to the shore to play havoc 
with any Nazi landing parties. 

After the first day or two of bombardment, the British 
declared that the Nazi guns playing on “Invasion Corner” 
were unlikely to yield results of much military value. 
They did ccncede that they had a nuisance value. 

The factors with which an artilleryman has to wrestle 
in order to achieve his cross-channel goal are many and 
tricky. Some idea of them may be had by: considering

Under standard conditions, 50 
per cent of the shells would strike somewhere within a 
rectangle 386 yards long and 78 wide at maximum range. 
The powder for this charge was supposed to be fired 
with the temperature of the air at 59 degrees. If fired at 
a zero temperature, the powder would cause the shell to 
fall 299 yards short. If fired with the temperature of the 
air at 100 degrees, the powder would cause the shell to 
go 208 yards farther than the normal maximum range. 
If the gun were fired without correction for a wind 
blowing from the rear at 40 miles an hour, the projectile 
would carry 949 yards beyond its extreme range of 44,680 
yards. A 40-mile head wind, with no correction, would 
cause the shell to fall short approximately 930 yards, 
while a cross wind of the same velocity would cause the 
shell to fall 610 yards to the right or left.

Father of the Mexican fight for liberty 
was Benito Juarez, the ec Indian 
statesman. He helped oust Dictator 
Santa Anna in 1854, wrote the Constitution 
of 1857 providing for equality of citizens 
and limiting ecclesiastical and military 
court power. With the aid of the United 
States he defeated and executed Emperor 
Maximilian in 1867, became president 


Porfirio Diaz, Juarez’ turn-coat general, 
became president by armed force in 1877. 
He ruled as dictator until 1911. He 
centralized authority, built up industry 
and increased foreign trade 10-fold, but 
pk agate ancient communal lands of 
villages, and turned them over to landed 
aristocracy so that by 1910 a total of 97 
per cent of rural families owned no land, 
10,000,000 Indians became serfs, 1000 
powerful families owned huge estates. 


Francisco Madero was a rich, idealistic 
liberal whose agrarian reform platform 
aroused the masses. Unable to put down 
his revolt, Diaz resigned and left the 
country in 1911. But Madero failed to put 
through his promised reforms, lost 
support, was ousted by the counter- 
revolution headed by Victoriano Huerta in 
1913, and was assassinated.

President Wilson refused to 
recognize Huerta; bad feeling 
resulted, and, after an alleged 
insult to the American flag, 
American marines seized Vera Cruz 
in 1914. Huerta, fighting a revolt of 
the masses led by Carranza, Villa 
and Emiliano Zapata, was forced to 
resign the same year. 


After civil war between the 
revolutionary leaders, General 
Venustiano Carranza (with beard) 
became president in 1915, decreed 
resioration of village lands illegally 
taken, and expropriation of other 
land for villages in need of them. 
The Constitution of 1917 incorporated 
these reforms and returned to 
national ownership the _ subsoil 
deposits. But through threats of 
curtailing production, foreign oil 
companies forced him to suspend f 
subsoil decrees. Few agrarian '|

when President Lazaro Cardenas addresses, and thereby 

recognizes, the newly elected Congress formed almost 
entirely of members of his own Party of the Mexican 
Revolution (P. R. M.) in its first session in Mexico City. Some 
time this week, the Congress is expected to certify as the new 
President, to take office December 1, the P. R. M. candidate, 
General Manuel Avila Camacho. Meanwhile a rival Congress, 
formed by members of General Juan Andreu Almazan’s 
Revolutionary Party of National Unification (P. R. U. N.), 
probably will meet secretly in the capital to “certify” him as 
President, and, possibly, touch off a revolt with an 
announcement of their action. The official count gave 
Camacho 94 per cent of the vote but Almazanists claimed 
fraud and boycotted the official Congress. 

The Government appears prepared to crush any revolt. 
Capital garrisons have been reinforced, thousands of armed 
peasant “reservists” brought into the city, and the unarmed 
but well-drilled militia of the Mexican Confederation of Labor 
(C. T. M.) stationed about the capital. Cardenas recently 
ordered the arrest of 35 members of P. R. U. N. on charges 
of treasonable activity. Almazan himself arrived last week in 
the United States, and his chief supporters not under arrest 
have disappeared from sight, with their families. 

In Mexico, the revolution means not a political uprising 
such as the one Almazan might attempt, but the social- 
economic reform movement begun in 1910, to change Mexico 
from a feudal, semi-colonial state into a state with strong 
socialistic trends. As Mexico’s 18,000,000 people are 85 per 
cent rural, the revolution’s great fundamental purpose has 
been land reform—turning the land over to the peasants who 
till it, and, who, until the revolution, worked as virtual 
slaves. Both Almazan and Camacho declared in favor of this 
——in Mexico, all candidates pay at least lip. service to it—but 
Almazan, candidate of big business and conservatism, 
wanted to give the land individually to the peasants, instead 
of the present way of collectively in ejidos, or communal 
village plots (as land was held in the time of the Aztecs). 
It was charged by the P. R. M. that this was merely a device 
to make it easy for big owners to get the land back from the 
peasants. On the other hand, it is feared by some, that 
Camacho, generally regarded as more conservative than 
Cardenas, may slow down the land program, which did not 
really get under way until Cardenas’ regime.

national ownership of oil and mineral subsoil deposits, better

Method for 
Perpetuating 
Murals 


HREE murals which represent the closest 
7 approximation moderns can achieve to the 

ancient methods of mural work are shown 
here. In old days, frescoes were done by applying 
paint directly to the wet plaster, which called 
for a sure hand and clear eye, for nothing could 
be changed once the medium had dried. 

In recent years, many artists have turned to 
fresco work in their murals, becoming artisans 
with plaster. In St. Louis Jesse C. Bridell, of 
761 Radcliffe avenue, University City, developed 
his own process for fresco work, and now, 25 
years after the first murals were treated with his 
process, the method appears to be successful. 
With Bridell’s particular medium of wet lime, the 
colors penetrate the lime and become part of it. 
The binding medium is carbonate of lime, 
whereas in oil paintings the binding medium is 
oil. Another benefit claimed for Bridell’s process 
is its permanence, preventing cracking. The 
beauty of the colors is enhanced by blending 
over periods of seven years. 

To achieve permanency putty is created by 
adding water to slack lime about 10 years old. 
Use of the aged lime secures plasticity or life. 
Sand is mixed with the putty, creating a mortar, 
which is applied to the surfaces. The higher the 
plasticity the greater the permanence and the 
greater the capacity for taking the coloring. Ten 
coats of coloring are applied. The depths of these 
produce the beauty of tones. The first six coats 
blend the depth of the colors and secure stronger 
suction. The last four adjust the suction, 
straighten the lines, establish the texture and 


perfect the plasticity necessary for coloring.

The Food and Drug Administration, whose chief is Commissioner Walter 
G. Campbell, is now a bureau of the Federal Security Agency, headed by Paul 
V. McNutt, having been transferred from the Department of Agriculture July 1. 
It has a personnel of about 750, and, in addition to the headquarters at 
Washington, three district offices and 16 field stations. One of the field 
stations, with jurisdiction over all or parts of six states, is in St. Louis, and its 
chief is M. R. Stephens.
